WASHINGTON.  Feb.  6— An  ln- 
crea&o  In  the  United  States 
Navy  by  fifteen  cruisers  and  an  air- 
plane carrier  was  voted  today  by 
the  Senate.  68  to  12,  with  the  stipu- 
lation that  the  ships  be  laid  down 
before  July  1.  1931. 

The  bill  Is  almost  the  same  as 
that  approved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives a  year  ago.  It  must 
be  returned  to  the  Lower  House, 
however,  for  the  consideration  of 
two  amendments  made  by  the  Sen- 
ate. Approval  or  these  is  expected 
without  the  necessity  ror  a  confer- 
ence, and  If  Uils  Is  done  the  meas- 
ure then  will  go  to  President 
Coolidge 

Disregarding  the  wishes  or  the 
President,  the  Senate,  like  the 
House  of  Representatives,  voted 
overwhelmingly  to  speciry  when 
construction  or  the  ships  shall  re- 
started, and  ir  the  President  ac- 
cepts the  bill  ID  will  be  incumbent 
upon  him  to  refer  at  this  session 
a  budget  estimate  for  five  or  the 
cruisers. 

The  programme  involves  a  total 
appropriation  or  9274.000.000.  in- 
cluding $17,000,000  ror  each  or  the 
10.000 -ton  cruisers  and  $19,000,000 
for  the  airplane  carrier.  Mr.  Cool- 
idge has  had  his  doubts  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's ability  to  meet  this 
rinanclal  outlay,  and  he  is  obvlously 
very  much  displeased  at  the  refusal 
or  Congress  to  listen  to  his  plea  lor

By  Supreme  Court

Llama  in  his  own  department  re- 
specting the  civil  service.  The  two 
last  daya  that  the  late  Government 
was  In  power  orders- in -council  were 
passed  dealing  with  the  service  of 
the  departments.  On  August  17  al- 
terations were  ordered  in  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

In  his  Department  of  Education 
he  referred  to  a  branch  with  sixteen 
or  seventeen  employees.  All  had 
reached  their  maximum  salary.  An 
order -In -council  of  August  17.  Just 
before  the  former  Oovernment  went 
out  of  power,  enabled  two  of  them 
to  receive  Increases  tn  salary. 

There  was  a.  rule  which  provided 
that  there  should  be  no  salary  be- 
yond the  grade  to  which  the  em- 
ployee belonged.  The  old  Oovern- 
ment took  steps  to  regrade  s  few  on 
August  18  Increases  were  made  on 
employees  never  required,  and  not 
required  today. 

On  August  17  and  18.  organisation 
of  various  department  of  Govern- 
ment were  made  on  order-ln-council. 
Every  single  officer  in  his  own  de- 
partment was  affected. 

Mr.  A.  M-  Manson  said  that  only 
a  few  alterauons  were  made.  It 
was  an  order-ln-council  passed  upon 
each  year 

Mr  Hlnchllffe  replied  that  he  had 
no  recollection  of  any  such  order  in 
previous  years. 

Mr.  Manson  said  it  was  not  al- 
ways done,  he  admitted. 

In  order  to  straighten  the  matter 
out  It  had  been  found  necessary  to 
go  through  the  whole  service,  and 
rewards  would  follow  long  and  effi- 
cient service. 

The  leader  of  the  Opposition  had 
taken  the  ground  that  the  morale  or 
the  civil  service  was  being  killed  by 
this  Government. 

Mr.  Hlnchllffe  referred  to  a  man 
who  had  been  thirty  years  in  the 
service,  and  for  ten  years,  alithough 
at  top  grade,  had  not  received  max- 
imum salary'  A  man  who  came  In 
later  and  started  at  the  bottom  of 
grade,  and  in  a  few  years  received 
B  larger  salary  than  the  other  man. 
The  rules  of  the  civil  service  had 
not  been  carried  out.  This  Is  what 
destroyed  the  morale  of  the  civil 
r-ervlce  of  British  Columbia. 

Before  the  last  Oovernment  went 
out.  provision  was  made  that  certain 
men  by  regrading,  were  to  receive 
increases,  and  other  men  had  been 
placed  where  they  could  not  receive 
tl.e  increases. 

This  was  to  bo  adjusted,  and  in- 
justices would  be  wiped  out  before 
the  Increases  were  made.

Premier  Tolmle  was  next  the  sub- 
ject of  attack  In  connection  with 
the  8umas  Reclamation  scheme  Mr 
Mackenzie  thought  It  inadvisable 
that  this  property  should  be  sold  at 
between  $00  and  $180  an  acre  and  a 
6  to  7  per  cent  commission  paid  for 
the  sale  of  acreage  The  range  of 
prices  on  this  land  was  far  below 
what  It  should  be.  and  was*  having 
the  tendency  to  depreciate  farm  land 
values  tn  the  ChUllwack  district.  The 
acreage  in  the  Sumaa  area  should  be 
sold  at  between  $150  and  $200  an 
acre  Mr.  Mackenzie  contended. 
Some  900  acres  had  been  sold  by  the 
former  Oovernment  on  this  price 
range. 

He  next  attacked  the  Minister  ol 
Finance  for  marketing  Government 
bonds  without  calling  for  public  ten- 
ders. This  had  not  only  aroused 
suspicion  but  had  placed  the  rate- 
payers of  the  province  at  a  direct 
disadvantage.  The  1  per  cent  com-

Jumping  to  the  civil  servants 
problem  and  the  declaration  made 
by  the  Premier  In  his  debate  on  the 
Addresai  in  Reply.

There  can  be  no  two  opinions  about  the  fact 
that  reform  of  the  Provincial  rivll  Service  la  long 
overdue.  The  Government  Is  now  to  arrange  for 
a  reorganization  of  the  Civil  Servants  under  a 
process  of  regradlng  and  salary  readjustments. 
There  is  to  be  a  reversion  to  the  automatic 
salary  increases  in  the  Civil  Service  which  main- 
tained under  the  McBride  Administration  but 
which  were  discontinued  under  the  Liberal 
regime.  Because  of  this  stoppage  grave  injustice 
has  been  done  to  a  large  number  of  employees 
who  had  the  right  to  expect  the  reward  of  merit 
and  of  faithful  and  prolonged  service. 

Dnder  the  Liberal  regime  the  basis  upon 
which  it  was  Intended  that  a  Civil  Service  should 
be  designed  and  fostered  to  promote  the  greatest 
efficiency  has  been  undermined.  There  Is  not  a 
Department  in  the  Parliament  Buildings  where 
there  are  not  instances  of  party  political  ap- 
pointments having  been  made  and  of  these  ap- 
pointees having  been  specially  favored  at  the 
expense  of  those  who  have  been  gazetted  for 
many  years  longer.  A  process  of  such  political 
favoritism  has  naturally  proved  a  disruptive  force 
since  It  has  acted  as  a  bar  to  promotion  by  merit, 
and  has  brought  Into  the  service,  often  enough, 
those  who  have  had  no  training  for  the  duties 
they  are  called  upon  to  perl  jrm. 

Entrance  into  the  most  successful  Civil  Serv- 
ices in  the  world  is  almost  Invariably  secured  by 
examination,  such  tests  being  conducted  in  dif- 
ferent grades,  according  to  the  duties  involved. 
There  la,  and  should  be,  the  possibility  of  Civil 
Servants  In  the  lower  grades  qualifying  for  pro- 
motion to  higher  grades,  or  being  recommended 
for  promotion.  There  should  be,  most  assuredly, 
annual  recognition  of  faithful  service  and  of  the 
efficient  discharge  of  responsonslbilltles.  The 
system  m  force  in  our  Parliament  Buildings,  and 
Indeed  throughout  the  province,  has  been  brought 
to  such  a  condition  under  the  Liberal  regime  that 
fretful  unrest  has  prevailed.  Year  after  year  some 
of  the  most  capable  and  conscientious  of  the 
Civil  Servants,  many  of  them,  in  fact,  have  been 
passed  over:  have  seen  outsiders  brought  in  and 
promoted  over  them,  and  have  not  even  benefited 
through  statutory  Increases  In  salary  which  it  is 
suggested  In  the  Civil  Service  Act  should  be  auto- 
matic. 

There  Is  nothing  so  disheartening,  either  In 
public,  or  private  service,  than  the  failure  of  those 
in  authority  to  recognize  merit  and  loyal  work. 
It  Is  only  by  recognition  of  contributions  to  ef- 
ficiency by  the  rank:  and  file  that  endeavor  to 
still  higher  flights  of  accomplishment  is  encour- 
aged. It  is  simply  a  question  of  the  human  equa- 
tion In  work;  of  the  sympathies  being  dulled  by 
lack  of  appreciation  or  galvanized  Into  new 
activity  by  adequate  reward  of  efforts  made.  The 
principle  is  as  old  as  human  service:  its  results 
as  certain  as  that  day  follows  night.  That,  it  may 
be  hoped,  will  be  the  principle  that  will  govern 
the  conduct  of  the  Provincial  Civil  Service  under 
the  Tolmle  Administration.  There  Is  a  sound 
hope  that  such  Is  the  purpose  as  a  result  of  the 
survey  to  be  undertaken  to  put  Into  effect  new 
conditions  tending  to  promote  greater  efficiency.

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THE  COCKTAIL  HABIT 


The  tyranny  of  the  cocktail  habit  Is  alluded 
to  In  two  British  publications.  The  Journal  of  In- 
ebrity  and  The  British  Medical  Journal,  and  a 
salutory  warning  Is  Issued,  especially  to  the 
young  people.  In  the  former  Journal  Professor  W 
E.  Dlxon.  of  Cambridge,  says  that  cocktails  usu- 
ally contain  "a  solution  of  a  volatile  oil  mixed 
with  vermouth  and  such  spirits  as  gin,  brandy 
or  whisky.  "The  oil,"  he  says,  '  serves  as  a  mild 
irritant  to  the  stomach  and  the  absorption  of 
the  spirit  Is  thereby  accelerated.  Moreover,  cock- 
tails are  taken  when  stomachs  are  empty  and 
pass  very  rapidly  Into  the  blood  stream.  The 
spirts,  therefore.  Is  soon  absorbed  Into  the  central 
nervous  system,  where  It  produces  a  stimulation 
of  the  nerve  cells."  In  other  words  there  Is  a 
brief  period  of  strong  stimulation  The  cocktail 
craze,  Professor  Dlxon  believes,  ts  due  to  a  de- 
sire to  have  alcohol  take  effect  In  a  rapid  man- 
ner, to  promote  a  speedy  spirit  of  cameraderie  at 
social  gatherings,  and  he  points  out  that  young 
people  of  both  sexes  often  drink  cocktails,  either 
to  overcome  shyness  or  In  a  spirit  of  bravado, 
and,  "in  either  case  the  habit  of  excessive  drink- 
ing Is  apt  to  be  formed." 

The  British  Medical  Journal  says  It  Is  boys 
and  girls  who  are  "notoriously  the  chief  drinkers 
of  cocktails."  They  are  drinking  them  at  ages, 
when.  In  olden  days,  they  would  not  have  been 
allowed  to  taste  alcohol  In  any  form.  In  com- 
menting on  this  The  London  Times  says  they  are 
thus  acquiring  a  taste  for  ardent  spirits,  "pre- 
sented In  such  a  way  as  to  exert  their  fullest 
effect  In  the  shortest  possible  time."  In  this  The 
Times  sees  how  It  Is  that  the  craving  for  alcohol 
In  Its  strongest  form  is  acquired  "by  those  who 
have  not  yet  emerged  from  their  teens.  At  social 
gatherings  In  these  latter  days  the  cocktail  habit 
has  become  a  tyranny  and  the  unfortunate  thing 
is  that  It  is  exercising  Its  worft'tofluence  on  the 
young.

A    widely-read    Journalistic  ex- 
pounder of  the  policy  of  the  United 
States  bluntly  tells  the  world  that 
the  United  States  "is  on  top.  and 
she  intends  to  stay  on  top  "  That 
is  the  national  maxim,  and  It  Is 
world-wide  in  its  application.  It 
covers  the  earth  and  the  waters 
thereof.

We  have  already  seen  two  replies 
to  the  interesting  question,  and  they 
came  from  unexpected  places.

"This  is  one  more  concrete  exam- 
ple of  the  trouble  which  will  always 
be  present  in  Canadian  foreign 
trade  so  long  as  the  Dominion  re- 
mains so  dependent  on  the  United 
States  market.  It  grow*  more  and 
more  necessary  to  diversify  our 
foreign  trade  and  to  find  wider 
markets  tor  our  products,  on1;  by 
doing  so  can  periodic  crises  be 
avoided  in  the  fortunes  of  impor- 
tant Canadian  industries."

Power  to  tax  Crown  Orant  land 
after  it  haa  b«n  leaa«d  for  Industri- 
al or  other  purpose*  waa  aoughL  by 
the  executive  of  the  Union  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Muniripulltiea  at  yes- 
lag  mornlnp'.N  mefting  of  ihe 
Municipal  CVmiMii'.trf  ol  thr  Legisla- 
ture. It  was  pointed  out  by  Aider- 
man  E.  H.  U rid g man  that  in  North 
Vancouver  property  assessed  at 
$983,000  and  leased  to  various  In- 
dustries by  the  Harbor  Board  was 
extmpt  from  taxation  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  municipality  had  no 
I  ower  to  collect  taxes  from  Or  own 
Orant  land.  As  In  the  ease  of  other 
proposal*  submitted  by  the  executive 
of  the  Union  the  matter  was  stood 
over  for  consideration  by  the  com- 
mittee in  private  session 

City  Solicitor  H  8  Prtngle.  of  Vic- 
toria, pointed  out  that  this  was  a 
matter  that  not  only  concerned 
North  Vancouver  but  was  of  vital 
importance  to  Victoria,  and  he  had 
no  doubt  to  other  coast  cities. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Gray,  solicitor  for  North 
Vancouver,  elaborating  on  the  argu- 
ment presented  by  Alderman  Bridjc- 
man  said  that  the  purpose  of  the 
amendment  to  the  Municipal  Act 
was  to  empower  the  municipality  to 
tax  the  holder  of  Crown  Orant  land, 
that  is  the  persons  leasing  it  for 
industrial  or  other  purposea.  Under 
thr  amendment  the  municipality 
would  not  be  able  to  take  over  the 
property  if  taxes  were  allowed  to  go 
in  arrear5.  but  would  have  the  power 
to  sue  the  leasee  for  the  amount  of 
taxes  due. 

Mr  J.  A.  PllxUngton.  Comptroller 
for  Vancouver,  pointed  out  to  the 
committee  that  the  city  of  Vancou- 
ver has  been  faced  with  a  similar 
situation,  and  cited  the  B.C.  Mills 
Timber  and  Trading  Company  as 
the  case  in  point.  Vancouver  had 
been  unable  to  collect  taxe-  from 
this  company  leasing  Crowi.  Orant 
land  because  their  Interest  In  the 
property  was  not  saleable.  He  fur- 
ther pointed  out  that  the  Harbor 
Board  could  include  in  its  rental  of 
the  land  the  amount  of  taxes,  de- 
claring that  the  rent  charged  was 
equitable  when  compared  with  the 
rent  of  adjoining  non-Crown  land. 
Thus  the  city  had  no  redress  and 
yet  at  the  same  time  was  compelled

Exemption  from  gasoline  tax  and 
motor  licences  was  asked  by  the 
Union  of  B.C  Municipalities  of  the 
Nftintnpal  Committee  of  the  house 
yesterday.  Municipalities  at  the 
present  time  aere>  paying  thrrr  rents 
a  gallon  on  gasoline  and  motor  li- 
cence fees  to  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment on  equipment  used  for  road 
constnit'tlon. 

Mr.  Foreman,  of  Surrey,  said  that 
his  municipality  had  paid  1700  in 
Rasoltne  tax  and  a  total  or  between 
I1J00  and  HeMt  In  gasoline  and 
Itrrnre  fees  to  the  Government  last 
year  on  equipment. 

He  pointed  out  that  none  of  the 
municipal  equipment  went  off  mu- 
nicipal road*  and  was  used  chiefly 
lor  the  construction  of  roads. 

Alderman  Bridftman  stated  that 
the  Oovenunent  liad  a  precedent  in 
connection  with  fire  trucks  and 
puller  vehicles,  which  were  exempt 
from  gasoline  tax  and  motor  li- 
cences. "The  equipment  is  construc- 
tive, not  destructive."  Alderman 
Brldgman  stated,  'and  therefore 
should  be  exempt  from  taxation " 
Several  miles  of  gravel  road  could 
have  been  laid  by  Surrey  with  the 
money  paid  to  the  government  in 
gasoline  tax  and  motor  licence.-  Mr 
i'o reman  said.

proval of  the  pensions  committee. 
Tills  particular  group  of  men  have 
been  engaged  in  active  railroad 
work  for  periods  ranging  from  fif- 
teen years  to  fifty-five  years,  the 
latter  record  being  established  by  a 
I  man  whose  actual  age  at  retire- 
ment was  only  sixty-eight  years,  in- 
dicating an  early  start*  on  the 
serious  matter  of  earning  a  liveli- 
hood. 

There  are  now  on  the  retired  lists 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railways 
a  force  or  2.936  men.  who  during 
the  past  year  received  81.639.358  in 
pensions.

Proni  a  breeder's  point  of  view, 
our  racing  does  not  appeal  to  them 
M  being  what  it  could  be.  There  Is 
little  or  no  encouragement  given  to 
Western  Canadian  breeders.  They 
derive  no  recompense  for  producing 
thoroughbred  stock,  only  that  which 
their  stock  has  to  be  sold  for.  and 
as  there  are  so  few  race*  allotted  for 
the  running  of  Canadian  Western 
breds  only,  and  what  are.  only  offer- 
ing in  many  Instances  meagre 
purse.-;,  purchasers  are  few  and  far 
between,  unless  they  can  buy  at  a 
ridiculously  low  price.  No  wonder, 
when  the  cry  goes  up.  via.,  "We  must 
have  racing  to  uphold  the  breeding 
industry  of  the  provinoe,"  we  are 
told  such  an  excuse  Is  a  myth. 

If  an  example  Is  required  to  chow 
how  the  Canadian  Western  breds 
are  catered  for.  then    last  year's 
racing  should  furnish  it.    Out  of 
seven  days'  racing  at  the  Wlllowa 
« forty-nine  races*,  there  was  only 
one  race  put  on  the  programme  for  > 
Canadian  Western  breds  to  compete  I 
in.    At  Col  wood  Park,  during  the 
two  meetings  of  ninety -eight  races, 
there  were  only  eight  open  to  West- 
ern Canadian  breds.  only  making  In 
all  nine  races  out  of  147.  with  purses 
totaling  $3,000  out  of  guaranteed 
purses  for  the   three   meeUngs  of 
155.000  On  the  Mainland  there  were 
only  twenty  races  put  on  for  West- 
ern Canadian  breds  only  out  of  245 
races  run  at  the    three  meetings, 
with  purses  totaling  $15,000  out  or 
$143,000  given  away  tn  purses.  Then 
It  must  be  conceded  that  the  breed- 
ers and  those  who  own  and  train 
Western    breds    have  tremendous 
Justification  for  their  complaints 

The  unfortunate  part  or  the  mat- 
ter is  that  the  small  purses  of  $300 
hung  up  for  many  or  our  races  on 
local  tracks,  give  no  encouragement 
to  a  breeder  to  produce  Western 
breds.  let  alone  owners  to  race  them 
and  no  doubt  a  Racing  Commission 
Board  would  be  able  to  suggest  a 
remedy  which  would  overcome  this 
problem.  It  will  be  round  that  on 
other  Western  tracks  there  is  a  cer- 
tain percentage  ot  the  purse  de- 
ducted ror  the  breeder  or  the  win- 
ner, If  bred  In  Canada,  no  matter 
how  many  Canadian  horses  win 
.  raCBi  To  me  it  is  regrettable  that 
••ntry  fees  are  not  charged  to  own- 
ers entering  their  horses  (Canadian 
breds  excluded).

When  the  Union  of  B.C.  Munici- 
palities sought  power  to  a.ve.vs  and 
tax  oil  and  gasoline  storage  tanks 
at  yesterday  morning's  meeting  of 
I  he  municipal  committee  of  the 
House,  a  debate  arose  between  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  of  the  Union 
and  Mr.  A.  D.  King,  solicitor  for 
the  B.C.  Electric  Railway. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  R.  P. 
Blandy,  municipal  clerk  of  Oak  Bay. 
that  It  was  contended  by  oil  com- 
panies that  the  municipalities  did 
not  have  the  power  to  tax  storage 
tanks  because  they  were  not  fixed 
to  the  ground,  and  therefore,  were 
not  improvements. 

Mr.  King  said  that  the  amend- 
ment to  the  municipal  act  sought 
by  the  Union  was  sUnply  llglslatton 
to  enlarge  the  scope  of  taxation 
and  such  an  amendment  would  have 
a  far  reaching  effect  as  to  what 
was  property  by  law  and  property 
by  fact.  It  was  simply  a  subterfuge. 
Mr  King  said,  but  later  he  with- 
er ew  his  remarks. 

Mr.  Oeorge  E.  Martin,  solicitor 
for  the  Union,  pointed  out  that 
warehouses  had  to  pay  taxes  to  the 
municipalities  Btorage  tanks  were 
but  warehouses  for  oil  and  gasoline 
and  should  not  be  exempt.  If  they 
were  allowed  to  go  tax-free  then 
wholesale  warehouses  were  being 
discriminated  against. 

In  a  letter  from  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, written  by  Mr.  Prlngle.  the 
same  argument  was  presented.  But 
added  to  this.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  storage  tanks  were  a  potential 
source  of  danger  and  cost  the  city 
money  to  safeguard  its  citizens  from 
this  danger.  As  they  were  nothing 
more  or  less  than  warehouses  they 
<hould  be  taxed. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  request 
for  power  to  tax  storage  tanks  came 
irom  the  Municipality  of  Esquimau, 
and  Esquimau's  case  had  not  been 
presented,  It  was  decided  to  stand 
the  mutter  oyer  until  Esquimau  had 
presented  Its  argument.

Health  and  Diet  Advice

BEETS   AND   BEET  GREEN'S 

Beets  were  originally  found  In 
Asia,  where  they  still  grow  wild,  but 
there  Is  little  resemblance  between 
the  tough,  fibrous  root  of  the  wild 
plant  and  the  tender,  succulent 
vegetable  so  familiar  to  us.  Beet 
leaves  have  been  used  for  greens 
for  at  least  two  thousand  years, 
possibly  long  before  the  root  was 
realty  edible. 

During  the  first  year  of  Its 
growth  the  beet  collects  and  stores 
In  Its  fleshy  root  the  rich,  nourish- 
ing elements  which  would  be  used 
the  second  year  for  the  growing  of 
Its  flower  stalk  and  seeds.  The 
beetroot  Is  only  edible  the  first 
year.  During  the  second  year  the 
strength  is  shot  entirely  Into  the 
seed  stalk  and  the  root  withers  and 
becomes  tasteless. 

The  color  of  the  table  beet  varies 
from  light  yellow  to  deep  red  The 
sugar  beet  may  also  be  used  for 
food— either  the  root  or  greens 
Only  the  smallest  of  either  should 
be  selected,  for  as  they  become 
older,  they  may  contain  as  much  aa 
twelve  per  cent  starch. 

Beets  are  among  the  most 
economical  of  all  vegetables  because 
when  young  and  tender  they  may 
be  eaten  entirely— root,  stalk  and 
leaf. 

Sugar  beeta  contain  a  larger 
amount  of  potassium,  magnesium 
and  sugar  than  do  the  red  table

The  beet  leaves 
are  among  the  most  alkaline  form- 
fng  of  all  foods  and  combine  well 
with  any  other  foodstuff.  Try  these 
methods  for  preparing  beets: 
RAW  BEET  SALAD 

The  leaves  of  raw  beets  may  be 
finely  shredded  like  cold  slaw  and 
served  In  the  same  way.  The  small 
roots  may  be  washed  and  grated 
like  raw  carrots  and  form  a  pleas- 
ing and  colorful  addition  to  any 
raw  vegetable  salad. 

BAKED  BEETS 

Beets  may  be  baked  In  much  the 
same  way  as  the  potato.  This  con- 
serves all  of  the"  mineral  elements

BOILED  BEETS 
To  prepare  beets  for  boiling,  they 
should  be  scrubbed  with  a  coarse 
vegetable  brush  and  never  scraped 
to  the  slightest  degTee.  as  many  of 
the  Important  organic  salts  are 
Immediately  under  the  skin  and 
would  be  destroyed,  as  would  be 
much  of  the  agTeeable  beet  flavor 
They  should  be  boiled  In  plain 
water  and  seasoned  with  butter  and 
salt  when  served. 

BEET  HASn 

After  washing,  the  beets  may  be 
ground  through  a  vegetable  grinder 
and  this  ground-up  material  may 
be  packed  into  a  cake  pan.  baked  In 
the  oven  and  served  with  butter. 
BEET  GREENS 

After  a  carerul  washing,  the  beet 
greens  and  chopped  stena  may  be 
placed  In  a  pan  without  any  water 
except  that  which  cling*  to  the 
vegetable  after  washing.  PUre  a 
cover  on  the  pan  and  allow  It  to 
simmer  over  a  low  Are  for  about 
ten  minutes,  then  Increase  the  heat 
and  allow  a  vigorous  boiling  for 
about  Ave  or  ten  minutes  longer 
In  this  way  the  beet  greens  will  be 
cooked  in  their  own  juice,  as  the 
first  ten  minutes  of  cooking  draws 
the  juice  from  the  leaves  so  that 
sufficient  liquid  Is  available  for 
cooking  If  you  desire,  the  small 
beetroots  themselves  may  be  fine- 
ly sliced  and  added  to  the  greens 
and  cooked  at  the  same  time
